TKKltUILK MI.NK EXPLOSION. 


Thirf.v-hvo >lon Kiinied !o Death. 


CoitNfiKi.i), Va., Feb. .'i,—An explosion 


occurred at the (irove shaft "of the Mid- 
lothian eoid mines, about one and a half 
miles from this place, at about 1 o'clock 
today. 
Thirty-two men, ten white and 


twenty-two colored, were cniight in the 
shaft and there is little hope that any of 
them will be gotten out alive. The yaw- 
testers 
went 
down 
nearly 
to 
the 


bottom 
of the pit 
three times, but 


were forced to return on account of 
the 
smoke, 
and gas. which were 


suffocating. 
They report, (lie pit afire, 


but they will mako another effort in the 
morning to search for the unfortunates. 
Tlie news of the disaster spread very rap- 
idly, and in a short time a crowd had 
gathered at the shaft,and the scene was most 
distressing, as nearly every one had some 
relative or friend among the embodied 
miiiers. 
The cause of the disaster is not 


positively known. JJy some it is attributed 
to the gas, while others say the boiler m 
the pit exploded. 


The shaft in which the explosion oc- 


curred is nearly (100 feet deep, running 
about three-quarters of a mile in a lateral 
direction. 
The Midlothian coal mines 


belong to the estate of the late H. H. 
Barrows, of New York, and cost about 
twelve years ago between 
$-KM),()0() and 


i?;iOO,000. 
A similar disaster occurred in 


the same shaft in 1R7(!, by 
which nine 


persons lost their lives.
